The Mariners continued their flying start 
to the season with an unconvincing 1-0 vic- 
tory over the Roar at Suncorp Stadium. 

Although Queensland  domi- 
nated the match for long periods, they 
failed to find the back of the net, partly 
through their own profligacy and partly 
due to the efforts of the Mariners’ goal- 
keeping understudy, Matthew Trott. 

Danny Tiatto and club captain Craig 
Moore both returned to the Queensland start- 
ing eleven, with Tiatto this time slotting into 
the midfield anchor role. Hyuk-Su Seo, anoth- 
er revenant for the Roar, started at right-back. 

In goal for the Mariners, Matthew 
Trott replaced Danny Vukovic, away on Oly- 
roo duty, while Damien Brown came inat left- 
back for Dean Heffernan, who had earned a 
call-up to the senior international side. Other- 
wise, it was a familiar Central Coast line-up. 

Both sides enjoyed some early op- 
portunities. Adam Kwasnik was put through 
on the left by Saso Petrovski but could 
not lift his shot over the advancing Liam 
Reddy, while at the other end Marcinho 
blazed over the bar after some commend- 
able lead-up work by the Roar midfield. 

The game became bogged down 
in heavy challenges and stoppages around 
the twenty-minute mark, with Queensland 
wasteful up front and the Mariners’ for- 
ward line receiving no decent service. Al- 
though Queensland gradually began to take 
over the midfield, the lack of a true finisher 
in their ranks ensured that their pleasing 
moves reached frustrating conclusions. 

The Mariners’ best chance of the half 
arrived on 42 minutes. Drawing a number of 
defenders towards him, Kwasnik managed to 
squeeze the ball out to Petrovski, who found 
Andre Gumprecht in plenty of space on the 
right. The German sent his shot over the top. 

A minute later, Queensland too 
had a golden chance to open the scoring,

but Matt McKay’s superb run in the inside 
left channel went to waste when his sharp 
square pass was missed by Simon Lynch. 

In the second half, Queensland 
were dominant from the outset. Matthew 
Trott saved well from Seo (a slashing cross- 
shot) and Reinaldo (a powerful shot on 
the turn) in the first ten minutes, and with 
the Mariners giving away possession ex- 
traordinarily cheaply at times, the pressure 
on the Central Coast goal was constant. 

Yet it was the Mariners who took 
the lead on 56 minutes. A comer was rolled 
into the path of Kwasnik on the edge of 
the Queensland box, and his thumping 
low drive found its way through a crush of 
bodies and into the far corner of the goal. 

Queensland pressed on. Mar- 
cinho set off on a dazzling run, cutting in 
from the right-hand side of the box, but 
his eventual left-footer went tantalizingly 
wide. The Roar’s chances piled up thereaf- 
ter: Josh McCloughan’s shot was blocked 
by Brown in the six-yard area, McKay’s 
sweetly-struck drive from distance whistled 
over, Ante Milicic’s weak shot was parried 
by Trott on his line, and then a deft header 
from Reinaldo brought a superb one-handed 
save from the Mariners’ industrious ’keeper. 

It was not to be Queensland’s night. 
As the minutes ticked way, Trott held onto 
another long shot from McKay, and Reinal- 
do spurned a fine chance after a swift break- 
away in the final minute of normal time. 

Another win for the Mariners, 
then, and Frank Farina was left won- 
dering just how to translate his team’s 
excellent approach play into — goals.

Adelaide may have shared the points on Friday 
night after drawing 1:1 with Melbourne 
Victory, but the Reds have suffered a major 
blow with the loss of their captain Michael 
Valkanis to a season ending knee injury. 

The first player to celebrate 50 Hyundai 
A-League appearances along with vice-captain 
Travis Dodd, elation soon turned to devastation 
when in the 20th minute Valkanis clashed with 
Victory defender Leandro. A few minutes later he 
hit the deck again, this time cluching at this knee 
and signalling to the bench that something was 
very wrong, immediately taking no further part 
in the game and being replaced by Diego Walsh. 
MRI scans revealed that he had torn his anterior 
cruciate ligament in his left knee requiring a 
full knee reconstruction which will now see 
him out for up to 12 months missing out on the 
HAL season and possibly the Asian Champions 
League. 

In a game that was touted by the media 
as a ‘grudge’ match to settle old scores, both sides 
looked very different to those that met each other 
in last season’s Grand Final with several players 
missing due to Socceroo and Olyroo duties 
and injuries. United were without Bruce Dyite 
and Kristian Sarkies and injured Dez Giraldi, 
Mian Susak , while Victory missed Archie 
Thompson and Leigh Broxham (National Team 
Duty) and Milicevic and Keenan due to injury. 
Players making their Hyundai A-League debut 
For Melbourne were Sebastian Ryall, Daniel 
Vasilevski and Evan Berger all contributing 
positively to the game. 18-year old Ryall replaced 
Pantelidis and held his own formidably alongside 
Piorkowski and Vargas in the back. Adelaide gave 
its first start to marquee striker Paul Agostino 
while Melbourne’s pivotal captain Kevin Muscat 
was allowed to play with a soft-foam-like padding 
to protect his injured arm. 

Melbourne kicked off the match and 
immediately putAdelaideunderpressure, Adelaide 
again starting their game slowly, allowing the first 
ten minutes to belong to an energetic Melbourne. 
Captain Kevin Muscat featured as lively as ever 
keeping the 12,231 crowd entertained with his 
physical intimidation and boisterous antics as

he played in a deeper role assisting his young 
team mates at the back. Matthew Kemp playing 
against his former side put pressure on Adelaide, 
maintaining a tight defence whilst putting in 
some impressive runs down the left flank. As 
Adelaide slowly began to settle into the game, 
we saw things start to tighten up. Towards the 
end of the first half, Alagich and Cassio both 
challenged Victory’s keeper Theoklitos. 

In the 68th minute it seemed like déja vu by 
Kevin Muscat. As he tackled Adelaide defender 
Cassio who was now really making an impact on 
the game, he then went over to collect the ball 
that had rolled over to the Adelaide bench. With 
words being exchanged between an animated 
Aurelio Vidmar and the Intimidator himself, the 
crowd were waiting with anticipation as to what 
would transpire next. Cassio was subsequently 
substituted with Isyan Erdogan because of effects 
from that Muscat tackle. In the 69th minute Jason 
Spagnuolo was taken off for Lucas Pantelis to try 
to perk it up with fresh legs. The sense of urgency 
was now Starting to take hold with the pendulum 
swinging again this time in favour of Melbourne, 
fighting its way back into the game and putting 
the Adelaide defence under pressure. Tempers 
began to rise as Brebner deliberately collided with 
Bajic, earning himself a yellow card . Seconds 
later he was fortunate to remain on the park with 
what looked like a head-butt to Costanzo behind 
play. In the 76th minute Erdogan crossed the ball 
from out wide finding striker Agostino in the box, 
his header just going wide of the post. 

But it was Melbourne who drew first 
blood in the 80th minute from a set piece that 
Adelaide have not been handling well of late. 
Caceres took a free kick out wide. He knocked the 
ball in deep to the back post. Adelaide goalkeeper 
Bajic came out for the cross, but was caught out 
and could only watch as Vargas unchallenged 
headed the ball home. Then as Alagich did the 
previous week against Sydney scoring a goal and 
moments later conceding a penalty, so too did 
Vargas. After celebrating his superb goal, he then 
found himself in the box at the other end of the 
pitch being hit on his right arm from a Diego shot, 
conceding a penalty for the home side. Dodd took

the spot kick and converted, the shot just sneaking 
past Theoklitos who correctly anticipated the 
direction but was unable to get onto it in time 
taking the score to 1-1 and bringing the crowd to 
its feet with an almighty roar. 

The last ten minutes of the game were 
fever pitch as Adelaide had the chance to pinch 
all three points in the 90+1st minute through a 
header by Nathan Burns that slammed into the 
cross bar from inside the box. A minute later 
Dodd put his header just narrowly wide of the 
upright. At games end it was another draw for 
Adelaide United in a game that was tight with 
few goal scoring opportunities but this tightness 
reflects the competitive rivalry that has developed 
between these two sides and continues the 
extraordinary run of draws in the first three rounds 
of A-League. Spare a thought for United’s coach 
Aurelio Vidmar who is now left with a headache 
as he looks for an equivalent replacement for his 
staunch defender and Captain Michael Valkanis.

A double to Frankie Lagana and one 
goal from Joseph Youssef was enough for 
Essendon to defeat Preston by 3-0 in front 
of a crowd of 1,000 at the Veneto Club.

s they embarked on their maiden Asian Cup 

ampaign, but eventuated as an awkwardly 

imed friendly that has drawn the ire of many 
European coaches who are reticent to allow their 
players to fly half-way around the world to play a 
match of no competitive relevance. 
The reschedule - due to some fixture bungling on 
the Argentinian’s behalf - meant the Australian 
public has had to wait an extra three months to see 
the likes of Lionel Messi, Carlos Tevez and Javier 
Saviola run out on the MCG. The opportunity to 
see the stars of Argentinian football almost didn’t 
come to fruition as the Argentinians considered as- 
sembling a second-string side for the match; cue the 
intervention of FFA boss Frank Lowy. 
Lowy and FIFA chief Sepp Blatter, who share a 
healthy relationship, called upon their collective 
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The Showdown 


influence to derive a guarantee from the Argentin- 
ian Football Association that a full-strength squad 
would appear in Melbourne and produce the large 
crowd required to make the match a commercial 
success. 

So with the bureaucratic complications aside, at- 
tention finally turns to the match itself. 

The Australian squad is devoid of three of its big- 
name players, with Harry Kewell and Tim Cahill 
side-lined with injury, and Mark Viduka preferring 
to concentrate on establishing himself at his new 
club Newcastle United. Mile Sterjovski’s lack of 
match fitness, and John Aloisi’s lack of club, explains 
their absence. While likely squad members, Mark 
Milligan and Nathan Burns, are away with the Aus- 
tralia Olympic team. Further curtailing Australia’s 
attacking prowess is the injury to Celtic striker Scott 
McDonald, who is a late withdrawal from Graeme 
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Arnold’s squad due to injury. 

Josh Kennedy is welcomed back to the international 
arena having not featured since the 2006 World 
Cup due to injury, and Graeme Arnold has shown 
his continued respect for the burgeoning A-League 
by naming five domestically based players in his 
squad. 

The match will serve as a fitting farewell to Soc- 
ceroo stalwart Josip Skoko, who has announced his 
retirement from international football. As a tribute 
to Skoko’s service, Graeme Arnold has assured 
him a spot in the starting eleven and is consider- 
ing handing him the captain’s armband. Arnold, 
too, begins his farewell as the Australian boss, with 
just one match in his tenure remaining as Dutchman 
Dick Advocaat is set to be unveiled as the new Soc- 
ceroos boss in coming weeks. 

Argentina coach, Alfio Basile, has nigh on a full 
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strength squad for the match. Striker Hernan Cre- 
spo, midfielders Juan Roman Riquelme and Maxi Ro- 
driguez, and defender Daniel Diaz are the only ab- 
sentees from Basile’s squad; Crespo and Rodriguex 
miss through injury, Diaz for personal reasons, and 
Riquelme because of a transfer dispute. 

Basile’s team arrive having recently achieved a sec- 
ond-place finish in the Copa America, and he will 
use the match as an opportunity to experiment with 
tactics and personnel ahead of Argentina’s World 
Cup qualifying campaign. 

Australia may struggle to match their daunting 
South American opposition but the match is as much 
about giving the Australian public a chance to see 
the stars of Argentinian football as it is about the 
result. And should the Socceroos achieve a result 
of merit, it will be a double reward for the 65,000 
plus crowd expected.

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Scottish football is going through a rare 
phase right now: optimism. 

After Scotland’s 3-1 win over Lithuania on 
Saturday, the Scottish media can hardly 
contain themselves, convinced the national 
side is about to achieve the impossible, and 
on the cusp of a new golden age. 

Scotland hasn’t qualified for a 
major tournament since the 1998 World Cup. 
Since then they have gone through some 
very dark times. At their very worst, they 
couldn’t even beat the Faroe Islands. Things 
started to improve with the appointment 
of Walter Smith as manager, who turned 
Scotland’s 2006 World Cup qualification into 
something semi respectable. But any hope 
that this improved form might help Scotland 
qualify for Euro 2008 were diminished 
once the groups were drawn. They were 
drawn alongside Italy, France and Ukraine: 
the world champions, runners-up, and a 
quarter finalist. To make it to Switzerland 
and Austria, Scotland would need to better at 
least two of these three teams. 

Yet eight games into the campaign 
and Scotland find themselves second with 
six wins, only a point behind France. Despite 
being in the ‘Group of Death’, Scotland 
find themselves in a stronger position 
then England in their supposed ‘Group of 
Health’. Even Marcello Lippi, Italy’s World 
Cup winning manager, has jumped onto the 
bandwagon. This week he dubbed Scotland 
as the fastest growing nation in Europe, 
outside of the superpowers of England, 
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France, Spain, Italy and Germany. 

On Wednesday night, Scotland will 
travel to Paris to face the French. 

It will be the toughest match yet, and even 
the most optimistic of Scottish pundits gives 
them little chance of winning. But whatever 
happens on Wednesday, there is still much to 
be positive about. 

Scotland are fielding one of the youngest 
squads in Europe, with most of the current 
team are under 25. 

In goal Scotland have Craig Gordon, 
aman whose recent £9 million transfer from 
Hearts to Sunderland makes him the most 
expensive keeper in Britain. At only 24, he 
looks to have a very bright future. 

Gianluigi Buffon has described Gordon as 
having the potential to become one of the 
best keepers in the world. 

New Celtic captain Stephen McManus has 
also become a regular in the Scottish backline 
at the age of only 24. Fellow defenders Gary 
Caldwell and Alan Hutton should also be 
around for quite some time yet. 

In midfield Manchester United’s Darren 
Fletcher is already a key player at the age of 
23. Scott Brown is also starting to cement his 
place in the starting line up. Less then a month 
into the new season, the Celtic youngster is 
already a first team regular at Parkhead, and 
attracting the interest of Newcastle United. 
Alongside Fletcher, the two are expected to 
form a lethal partnership for Scotland for 
years to come. 

Up forward Scotland is rich with emerging 
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strikers. Everton’s James McFadden, 
Birmingham’s Gary O’Connor, Rangers’ 
Kris Boyd, Aston Villa’s Shaun Maloney, 
and West Brom’s Craig Beattie, have already 
proven they can score on the international 
stage. Both McFadden and Boyd scored 
against Lithuania last Saturday. 

Scotland is still a long way from 
Switzerland and Austria, but the very fact 
they still have a probable chance is a huge 
testament to the strides Scottish football has 
made over the past few years. With so many 
talented youngsters still developing and yet 
to peak, the future looks bright for once and 
it all bodes well for South Africa 2010.
